Salvation is surely worth more to a 
person tnan anything @lse in the 
‘world. Better lose all your earthly 
possessions than lose _your soul. - 

When Paul found the twelve dis- 
wiples over at Ephesus, they knew a 
little about the. Christian religion. 
Taney had received but little instruc- 
tion. No body had told them. They 
had no weekly religious paper to read, 
no Bible as we have it now, no Sun- } 
day school, and but little of anything 
else. But they Knew John’s baptism. 

Tnese disciples were not able to 
give an answer to Paul’s first ques- 
tion, any more than to Say they had 
never heard of the Holy Ghost, but 
when the second came they could 
answer immediately. “Taey had been 
baptized, and they knew this muqdh, 
and were frank to tell it. But, lo, 
when this answer came, they knew 
mothing but John’s baptism. 

But Paul had on iis hands some 
open hearted ‘believers. They were 
veady to learn. And besides this, 
they were ready to practice imme- 
diately what they learned. Here was 
one little crowd of, people that were 
not afraid to take a man’s word and 
‘act upon it. You_scarcely ever heard 
of any body being railroaded through 
any faster than those twelve men of 
Ephegus. You scarcely ever find peo- 
ple 3 are more willing to take 
teaching than they*wére. In a buna 
of twelve men now there would likely 
be at, least six that would want to ar- 
gue the questions and resist the teach- 
ing. And of course there would be one 
or two that would bristle up and give 
Paul to understand that they know 
something, too. But these men were 
exceptional men. They did not nave 
the ‘spirit’ of contention that is ~usu- 
‘ally in people in these days. They 
wanted light and knowledge, and as 
soon as it came they accepted it. 


The first thing Paul instructed 
them to do was to be baptized. And 
the record says they wére baptized in 
the ‘name of the Lord Jesus. This 
‘does not kay that Paul repeated a for- 
mula, and safd@, I now baptize you in 
fhe name of ‘the Lord Jesus. It does 
not say he did not repeat the formula, 
so I could just as well say he aid not 
repeat any formula, as to say ne did. 
But whether he did or did not repeat 
the formula they were baptized in 
‘the name of the Lord Jesus. 


When Ethen Allen and the famous 
Green Mountain boys met that enemy 
army in colonial days and demanded 
them to surrender, the officer replied, 
“In whose name?” as if he were par- 
ticular about whom he surrendered to. 
Mr. Allen’s prompt reply was, “In 
the name of the Great Jehovah and 
the continental congress.” This meant 
that Mr. Allen and the Green Moun- 
tain boys were fighting for the new, 
government that nad recently been 
instituted on American soil, and that 
it was not his fight, and he was not 
the chief authority, but they were 
to surrender to the new formed gov- 
ernment. The surrender was made, 
but history does not state that there 
were any words of a formula spoken 
when the sword, of surrender was de- 
livered over to Mr, Allen. 

Paul was just as truly fighting for 
the new government which Jesus had 
recently instituted. His fight, how- 
ever, was not a fight with swords and 
guns, but it was a spiritual fight. And 
Paul was an ambassador for Christ 
and His new government. Thus he de- 
manded those twelve to surrender to 
baptism in the name of the Lord Je- 
sus. 

Paul says, “Now we are ambassa- 
dors for Christ, as though God did 
beseech you by us: we pray you in 
Christ’s stead, bé ye reconciled to 
God.” (1 Cor. 5:20.) This explains the 
matter perfectly. Paul was acting for 
Christ—in His stead. And God said 
by him in this high position, “Be ye 
reconciled to God.” Carist was God's 
ambassador — high _ representative. 


And Paul was Christ’s ambassador— | 


high representative. He baptized 
those twelve men in tne name of his 
Sovereign, and this was the same as 
if Jesus were baptizing them in His 
Father’s name: And this agreés per- 
fectly with the Scripture at Matthew 
28:19, wnere Jesus commissioned His 
disciples to baptize in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. . 

Tae next thing tecorded is that 
Paul lafd his hands on those twelve 


chapter of Acts we would think taere 
was no placé for. sanctification in our 
experience. But it takes the whole 
Bible to complete thé Book.» And 
Paul, himself,“was one‘of the gteat- 
est atid strongest Holinéss preachers 
that ever lived, "but Like did not say 
ih his recofd céiicerning thie twelve 
Hphesiah .brethren that they were 
sanctified béfore they rectived tae 
Holy Ghost. But by referring to other 
Seriptiires it fs plain enough that 
those disciples wére sanctified wholly 
by a definite work of grace ‘subse- 
ent to forgiveness of sins. And»the 
care Phe = the Holy Ghost comes 
on ‘the sanctified life. 
Luke @id not say anything about 
these men béing converted—having 
their sins forgiven, but he called 
them disciples; so. we conclude they 
had been Gonverted, and were truly 
saved from their sins. And somie- 
where- along the way they were sanc- 
tified—hearts made pure by the 
cleansing blood of Jesus. It could 
not be’ otherwise and have their ex- 
perience measure up to the Bible. And 
I am sure Pail was not a sham 
preaciier, neither’ would he endorse 
a sham religion. So we feel we are 
on solid footing when we say those 
twelve mén were saved, sanctified, 
and baptized with thé Holy Ghost.

fied that he is after. He has the same 
peace (Rom. 5:1), the same” experi- 
ence, is saved, but the™“‘old man” ‘is 
gone—the carnal nature is déstroyed, 
so the new nature is left to. breathe 
freer, to dance and rejoice in the Lord 
without being accused and made to 
feel ashamed. Sanctification does not 
save, but makes it possible for one te 
keep saved. Thus it is written, “Fol- 
low peace with all men, and holiness 
(the sanctification, R. V.), without 
which no man shall see the Lord.” 
(Heb. 12:14) The plan to stay gaved 
is-marked out. Without falle that 
path or plan a saved person will soon 
become unsaved again. 

Baptized with the Holy Ghost. This 
is not understood by everybody. It is 
about as obscure to the majority of 
Bible readers as sanctification. But it 
is just as’ real. This experience. does 
not save any more than sanctification, 
but it gives power that every saved 
person needs. This experience fills the 
place of the Ishmael nature''that has 
been cast out: There must be a teach- 
er and a guide provided for little Isaac. 
The Holy Ghost is both a teacher 
and a guide. (John 14:26; John 16:13) 
Sanctification is a cleansing or 
emptying, and the baptism -with the 
Holy Ghost is a filling (Eph. 5:18), 
and an enduement of power. (Luke 
24:49) Isaac must become strong. 
Ishmael, the tormentor, is gone; now 
this vacancy must be filled up with 
power from on high (Acts 1:8)—the 
blessed Holy Ghost. And this experi- 
ence is always accompanied with the 
other tongues as the Spirit gives the 
utterance. No one ever receives this 
wonderful experience without the 
other tongues. » 

It is a source of great joy to know 
that thousands are receiving the same 
experience now that the one hundred 
and twenty did on the day of Pente- 
cost. People are getting ready for the 
rapture. They are receiving the endue- 
ment of power. And multitudes who 
have not yet received are looking this 
way. They want the experience, and 
they believe the Church of God is 
largely made up of people filled with 
the Holy Ghost. 

I have heard of a few people who 
wanted to do away with water bap- 
tism entirely and only have the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost, but this 
will not do. There is water baptism, 
and there is the baptism with ‘the 
Holy Ghost also. Men are to baptize 
with water (Matt. 28:19), but Jesus 
baptizes with the Holy Ghost. (Matt: 
3:11) Both are Scriptural and mast 
be observed. I see no way to prove our 
fidelity to our Savior but by our obe- 
dience to all of His teachings, and in 
these teachings are included water 
baptism, and the Holy Ghost baptism. 
+| And there is also healing for the 
body by the power of God. The Lord 
has provided everything needful for 
the human race. I do not understand 
just how God cools down the fever 
and dispels all kinds of diseases, and 
dries. up old sores, but He does it: 
whether I uiderstand it or not. Some 
people act and talk as if they think 
God can’t do things that they can’t

The healing 
was complete and a great spiritual 
blessing. followed tae healing of the 
body. This is, almost always the case. 
When God, touches the physical man 
the spiritual man is also more or less 
affected.

another teaching in all the” Bible, 
that has as many dogmas and side 
issues as does tae teaching concer- 
ing the Church of God. Hundreds of 
creeds and sects have been formed 
which claim that they are the Caurch, 
and -profess they have solved 
the mystery. Some teach one doctrine 
and some anotaer which proves that 
the Church of God is a mystery that 
the masses have never solved. Se 


The Church of -God as only one 
doctrine which is “The Doctrine” that 
Jesus spoke of when He said, “If any 
man will do his will, he shall know 
the doctrine, whether\it be of God, or 
whether I speak of myself.” John 
7:17. Tais Scripture makes it very 
clear and why so many people -are 
ignorant of the great mystery of God 
and His Church. They have failed 
to do God’s will and have proved to 
be selfwilled, desiring to be teachers 
and leaders wno.are ignorant of the 
DOCTRINE; going about with their 
own doctrine to establish a sect or 
creed over which fhey could predomi- 
nate. This is why the world is dotted 
with so many institutions that are ig- 
norant of the one great institution— 
The Church of God. 


“These be they who separate them- 
selves, sensual, having not the 
Spirit.” Jude 19. Some may say that 
this verse does not apply here, but 
with the proper connections it can 
Clearly be seen that this is the right 
application. It is evident that sep- 
aration is the sole cause for so many 
sects and creeds known as churches. 
It is also plainly seen that separation 
or division is catsed by those who 
are sensual (carnal). “For ye are yet 
carnal: for whereas tuere is among 
you envying, and strife, and divisions 


(factions. see Margin), are ye not 
carnal, and walk as men?” 1 Cor. 
3:3. We now have the statement 


from @wo inspired writers that separa- 
tion or division is the fruit of car- 
nality. Then is it a marvel that so 
many people are void of(the Spirit 
and cannot discern the great mys- 
tery of God and His Church? .Truly 
not. 


By connecting tae sixteenth, 
seventeenth, eighteenth ana nine- 
teenth verses of the book of Jude 
we get a full description of those who 
separate themselves and also at what 
time they would do so. In the verses 
mentioned above, the writer of that 
book of the Bible says they ~ are 
murmurers, complainers and méckers 
that Should come in the last time. 
This, of course, makes it very clear 
that now is the time for the appli- 
cation. The word “time” taat is used 
in this connection ,was taken from 
the Greek word,, “ahee-ohn,” which 
means “an age.” The Church age is 
doubtless the time referred to when 
murmurers, complainers) and mock- 
ers should come, separating them- 
selves, sensual, having not the Spirit. 


that Jesus nailed the law to His 
cross. This, of course, deprived the 
Jewish church of its constitution and 
forever abolished it, for where there 
is no constitution (frame of govern- 
ment) taere is no church. The* law 
being only a shadow it was thegefore 
weak and must be taken away in or- 
der that something strong might be 
establisaed. “He taketh away the 
first, that he may establish the sec- 
ond.” Heb. 10:9. 


Jesus had given Himself for -His 
Chureh and’ the time for her’ cotirse 
aad come.

This beautiful striicture that Jesus 
built was not imitated for three hut- 
dred years after He built it. It was 
the only fold for the ‘sheep and the 
Lord added them to it daily, there 
fore, it must have been a very large 
fold at the time mockers appeared. 
To mock means to imitate and’ the 
firs) mockers that we have any his 
tory of was the Catholic church. We 
wily term that Chureh a goat fold, as 
that is the nearest imitation of a 
sheep fold. Since the Catholie church 
was the first imitation or mocker of 
the Church of God, it is evident that 
all other imitations are its offsprings. 
For aundreds of years the goat fold 
has “been producing mockers of the 
smeep fold. and they are still rising 
up by people murmuring and separat- 
ing themselves. from the true fold 
Agree wae . /Itis said there are 

ut “bodies of people. in the’ 
world called churches. From this it 
may be learned that the Church of 
God has many mockers (imitators), 
as there can be only one true C ch. 
Though the Church of God is mocked 
she is not weakened. Like Gibralter, 
she stands unshakened and unmoved. 
She has the same blood-bought con- 
stitution and stands firm for THE 
DOCTRINE in the face of all her imi- 
tators. Any body of people that does 
have the New Testament for their 
constitution, and does not téach “and | 
practice that doctrine in full, said 
body is only a mock of the Church of. 
God. 


Wake up, people, and see what you 
are doing! It may be that you are 
a sheep and still you are mocking the 
fold with° your opinions, sects, and 
creeds. I am afraid that if you con- 
tinue to mock since the light of Pen- 
tecost is unveiling the glorious 
Church of God, that when Jesus 
‘comes to present it to Himself, you 
will be left behind. I am sure He will 
not take any mockers to Himself. 
Let those who have been added to 
the fold, Church of Gad, take warning 
and do not separate yourselves by 
murmuring and complaining and be 
found among the mockers as some 
have done. :

other ex-Chureh of God minister. In 
said paper the editor,made a positive 
statement that the Churohn was built 
upon the apostles and prophets. For 
proof of his statement he gave the 
following Scriptures:

Here «we find 
taat the word “rule” that is-used in | 
this connection was taken from the 
root word, pro-is-tay-mee, which 
means to preside; to be over; superi- 
or etc. 


Scriptures and their 
méaning are all found in the original 
constitution of the Churen of God | 
(tHe New Testament), but it may be 
clearly seen that those who separate 
themselves from the churcn do Rot 
know its constitution, therefore, they 
make fearful mistakes when they 
try to teach her doctrine.

In f: » the 
original word for mocker means false- 
teacher. It was prophesiéd that 
thése should come in the last’ days 
and the world is full of them, separa- 
tion being the cause. “Now the ir- 
it speaketh expressly, that ‘ih the 
latter times some shall depart * from 
the faita, giving heed to seducing 
spirits, and doctrines of devils.” 1 
Tim. 4:1. '

V. A. Bishop is reported dead in 
Texas from the effects of poison. 
First telegram read, “V. A. Bishop 
dead from poisoning. Died standing 
on God’s eternal Word.” Second mes- 
sage read, “V. A. Bishop at service 
last night (April 23), the deadly pois- 
on was brought to aim and he drank 
of it, and is now dead.” I feel that this 
is too much, but I do not yet know 
the particulars. The Bible does not 
say we shall drink poison, but it says, 
“If they drink any deadly taing, it 
shall not hurt them.” I hope our peo- 
ple will be very careful to keep away 
from presumption. We can get peo- 
ple saved, sanctified, baptized with 
the Holy Ghost and talk in tongues, 
and nave the signs to follow without 
deliberately drinking poison. Some 
body may get so lost in God some 
time that he will be immune from 
the effects of poison, but know of 
only one instance recorded in history 
that shows such an experience, and 
this was concerning Barsabas, the 
ene selected ‘with Matthias over 
which the apostles prayed and cast 
lots to select one to take the place 
of Judas who fell. Thais is given by 
Eusebius who says, “Another wonder 
ful event happened respecting Justus, 
surnamed Barsabas who, though he 
drank a deadly poison, experienced 
nothing injurious, through the grace 
of the Lord.” I trust this incident 
relative to V. A. Bishop will be a 
solemn warning to our people on this 
particular point. Let us go on with 
the work of soul saving and draw a 
little. closer to God for protection a- 
gains8t evil spirits and presumption. 
God is with us, we know, and we 
must keep Him with us. Tne signs 
are following, the gifts are manifested 
in a measure, the fruit is showing, 
then never draw back but push on 
with more zeal, courage and boldness 
than ever.

V. A. Bishop is reported dead in 
Texas from the effects of poison. 
First telegram read, “V. A. Bishop 
dead from poisoning. Died standing 
on God’s eternal Word.” Second mes- 
sage read, “V. A. Bishop at service 
last night (April 23), the deadly pois- 
on was brought to ‘him and he drank 
of it, and is now dead.” I feel that this 
is too much, but I do not yet know 
the particulars. The Bible does not 
say we shall drink poison, but it says, 
“If they drink any deadly taing, it 
shall not hurt them.” I hope our peo- 
ple will be very careful to keep away 
from presumption. We can get peo- 
ple saved, sanctified, baptized with 
the Holy Ghost and talk in tongues, 
and nave the signs to follow without 
deliberately drinking poison. Some 
body may get so lost in God some 
time that he will be immune from 
the effects of poison, but know of 
only one instance recorded in history 
that shows such an experience, and 
this was concerning Barsabas, the 
ene selected with Matthias over 
which the apostles prayed and cast 
lots to select one to take the place 
of Judas who fell. This is given by 
Busebius who says, “Another wonder 
ful event happened respecting Justus, 
surnamed Barsabas who, though he 
drank a deadly poison, experienced 
nothing injurious, through the grace 
of the Lord.” I trust this incident 
relative to V. A. Bishop will be a 
solemn warning to our people on this 
particular point. Let us go on with 
the work of soul saving and draw a 
little, closer to God for protection a- 
gain8t evil spirits and presumption. 
God is with us, we know, and we 
must keep Him with us. Tne signs 
are following, the gifts are manifested 
in a measure, the fruit is showing, 
then never draw back but push on 
with more zeal, courage and boldness 
than ever.
